He had previously sent a note to her 
in which he stated that in accordance 
with her expressed wish and his own 
desire, he would like to cairy out the 
vows he had made to her, and that he 
wanted their two children to have the 
right to bear his name.

the two were united in wedlock by 
Biev. A. Goodwin, of the 
Episcopal 
«limrdifitftec which Hawley was bap- 
tized and received into the church.

PITTSBUAH, Nov. 27.—Intelligence

DENVER, Ool., Nov. 27.—The Lead- 
ville Chronicle says sixty laborers 
were buried in a snow slide yesterday 
near Chalk creek, on the Koknmo ex- 
tension of the Denver & Rio Grande 
road.

Our council

Mount Washington had no perplexing 
subject for debate. 
A railway ride 
of a short distance, where carriages 
had been engaged, disposed of the 
matter of transportation. 
Apparatus 
for open-air cooking we had ready, and 
supplies of cold meats, boiled eggs, 
sandwiches, fruits and all manner of 
picnic fare were reported in quantities 
that only 
mountaneous 
appetites

only'remained to provide for protection 
against the night dews and th's mists 
of the mountain top, and that was 
soon carefully arranged. 


"We" were a gay party of "tourists" 
the same I had met at the Blush Hol- 
low, and, fo"r want of more suitable 
recreation, had verily transplanted 
ourselves, bag and baggage, from tho 
old Bay state, to the hills of New 
Hampshire.

Generous cups of hotcotfee were dealt 
out. 
Prayers were read. Then still- 
ness was enjoined upon the wakeful, 
and soon those not too much excited 
by the novelty of the scene slumbered 
peacefully. Before morning all en- 
joyed a healthful sleep, undisturbed 
except, once or twice by a fitful cloud 
which
